I have  endeavored  to  accurately  describe  the  coins,  and 
it  is  a great  source  of  comfort  to  find  that  my  care  in  this 
all-important  point  meets  with  the  approbation  of  buyers. 
If  the  coin  is  damaged  I say  so,  even  though  that  defect 
may  be  very  slight  and  so  as  to  not  unduly  reduce  the 
value  I often  expressly  state  if  the  injury  is  slight  or 
serious.  The  sale  is  for  cash  and  prompt  settlement  is 
requested. 

I will  execute  bids  for  the  regular  commission  of  10  per 
cent,  of  the  amount  bought  (no  charge  when  no  purchase 
is  effected),  postage  or  expressage  extra.  The  auctioneers 
will  execute  bids  free  of  commission,  but  require  payment 
in  advance  and  assume  no  responsibility.  Whenever  a 
dispute  arises  between  two  bidders  and  the  contesting 
bidder  has  vouchers  and  advances  on  price  knocked  for, 
said  lot  is  to  be  again  put  up  and  resold  to  the  highest 
bidder.  ( This  is  not  to  be  construed  as  a license  to  have 
a lot  resold  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  auctioneer,  the 
contesting  bidder  Avas  too  late  and  did  not  bid  until  after 
the  lot  had  been  fairly  sold.)
